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SILENT VOTEK AND HEADLESS 


BALLOT 


THE Progressives touring 
Northern 


Colorado coined an apt expression when 
they announced their whirlwind trip as one 
that would carry the message s>f the party 
to the "silent voter." 
This silent voter 


may be the one who takes but little interest 
in politics and politicians, who skips the 
political news in his paper, who never at- 
tends political meetings and whose party 
is decided by the personnel of the -candi- 
dates. 
He may be one who does not stand 


on the street corner and argue the tariff. 
or the trusts, and he may be the one who 
does not write political letters to the news- 
papers. 


But the silent voter is a power in poli- 


tics. To reach him has been the effort of 
the political parties in years past. How to 
get him interested and how to keep, him 
interested have been problems that have 
not been successfully worked out and prob- 
ably never will be. The silent voter cares 
little for party lines. He wants to see the 
right kind of men in office and to get them 
he goes to the polls to exercise his privilege 
of selection. 


This year the silent voter is going to 


play a Urge part in the election. 
He has 


investigated the men he wants to vote for 
and the headless ballot will be no enigma 
for him. There will be no party name on 
the head of his ticket and he will have to 
go down the list of candidates and check 
his selections. 


But how about the man whose knowl- 


edge .of politics consists of his knowledge 
that there is a party for him to vote for, 
because somebody tells him to or because 
he may profit by doing so? 
What is he 


going to do on the headless ballot ? What 
will the foreigner do' 
Will he recognize 


one name from another or will he indis- 
criminately select the men he does not 
know of, but of whose party he has been 
advised ?

The headless ballot at the coming elec- 


tion will throw an interesting light on the 
political habils of the "silent voter.''

Since then Austria lias been preth bad- 


,1} beaten. 
Its invasion of Servia has been 


repulsed, and now the Servians are invading 
Austrian territnrv. 
IP the north the Rus- 


sians have crushed out Austrian resistance 
aad occupied all Galicia and a part of 
northern Hungai}. 
The age-long stor\ of 


Austrian defeat is being repeated, Vienna 
is in a panic over the prospect of a Russian 
siege, the army is demoralized, and the 
polyglot empire is on the verge of disin- 
tegration.

Meanwhile the old feeling of hatred for 


Austria has been intensified in Italy to such 
an extent that the government is with dif- 
ficulty keeping out of the war. And 1n this 
crisis, with a million Italian soldiers mob-

that Austria, in reply to the Italian demand 
for reparation, has humbly apologized and 
offered to pay full indemnity with pensions 
for the families of the men who were killed. 


Quite a different spirit from the one shown 
by Austrian diplomacy two months ago. 


But even this effort to keep Italy neu- 


tral is not likely to suffice. 
Letters from 


correspondents in that country tell of a 
state of popular feeling so interne that it 
may lead to revolution if the government 
sticks to its determination to keep out of 
the war. • The hatred of Italy for Austria 
is not a development of present conditions; 
it dates far back into history, and Italians 
now see an opportunity to evetvan old score 
while their enemy is. engaged in a general 
war. 
Undoubtedly when peace is made the 


Allies will reward Italy for her refusal to 
aid Austria and Germany, but there is a 
chance of still larger rewards by making 
common causa with the Allies. 
The likeli- 


hood of Italy being added to the list of war- 
ring nations increases dally.
